Guitedn was hanged in Hie" yard of 
the District Jail at 12:40. His neck 
was broken by the fall, and not a 


movement of the limbs or body was 
detected. Death ensued instantly. 


While on the scaffold Guiteau read 
an original blasphemous prayer, de- 
nouncing President Arthur as au in- 
grate and coward, and predicting that 
the nation would go down in blood. 
He read a portion of the tenth chapter 


of Matthew, and chanted an original 
ditty, weeping at the close. He bore 
up quite bravely, and met his doom 
with resignation. 
There was an 


immense and extremely noisy crowd 
around the jail all morning, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 29, 1882. 


The letter, iu the nature of a will, by 
which Guiteau disposes of his body, 
is as follows: 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 29, 1882, 


—To REV Wu. W.HIOKS: I, Charles 
J. Guiteau, of the City of Washing- 
ington, in the District of Columbia 
now under sentence of death, which 
is to be carried into effect between 
the hoars of 12 and 2 o'clock, on the 
30th day of June A. D., 1882, in the 
United States jail, in said district, do 
hereby give and grant yon my body 
after such execution; provided, how- 
ever, it shall not be used for any 
mercenary purposes; and I hereby, 
for good and sufficient considerations, 
give, deliver and transfer to said 
Hicks my book, entitled "The Truth 
and Removal," and copyright there- 
of. to be used by him in writing a 
truthful history of my life and 'exe- 
cution, and I direct that such history 
be entitled "The Life and Work of 
Charles Guiteau," and J hereby sol- 
emnly proclaim aud announce to all 
the world that no person or persons 
shall ever, iu any manner, use ray 
body for mercenary purposes whatso- 
ever; and if at any time hereafter 
any person or persons shall desire to 
honor my remains, they can do it by 
erecting a monument whereon shall 
be inscribed these words: 


"Here lies the body of Charles 


Gniteau, patriot and Christian. His 
soul is in glory. 


(Signed) 
CUAULES GUITEAU. 


Witnesses: Charles H, lined, Jas. 


Woodward. 


In conversation with representa- 


tives of the Associated Press to- 
night, Reed, counsel for Gniteau, 
said: 


"I have seen nothing as yet to 


shake my conviction that Gniteau 
will die to-morrow without weakness 
or faltering. " His courage is no! 
that of an ordinary criminal, a mere 
ruffian who takes pride iu 'dying 
game.' 
It is rather that of a mar- 


tyr, a man who suffers and dies for 
the sake of some religious principle. 
I thought at one timejhe was begin- 
ning to show weakness. I saw in the 
newspapers that his spiritual adviser 
had been called in, and the thought 
occurred to me that perhaps Guiteau 
had begun to realize that he had 
committed a great crime and needed 
Divine forgiveness, and he wished 
to make preparation for death. 
The 


next time I saw him I said to him: 


"Charles, I see by the newspapers 


that you have called in a minister. 
Do you feel as if you needed to pre- 
pare for death ? Do you repent of 
what you have done?" 


He looked at me with a wild ex 


pression in his eyes, and shouted: 
"No, I haven't called in any minis- 
ter. I haven't done anything wrong. 
The minister came of his own accord. 
I didn't send for Lim.'' 


Two or three days afterward I was 


introduced to Dr. Hicks, whom I had 
never previously met, and I said to 


him: 
''Doctor, has Guiteau ever 


shown iu his talk with you any con- 
sciousness of having done wrong. 
any feeling of repentance, or desire 
for forgiveness?" 


"None whatever," he replied. "He 


has maintained consistently through- 
cut that he bus done no wrong; that 
he has simply (tone God's service, 
and has nothing to repent of." 


"t'p to the present time," Reed 


added, "Gniteau talks of his deaih 
without any manifestations whatever 
of fear or dread. He said to me to- 
day: 'Mr. Reed, what are you going 
to do with my body ?' I told him 
that that was a very painful subject 
to talk about, and that I would ratt- 
er not go into it, but that he might 
rest assured his body would be prop- 
erly cared for. H* said: '.'I don't 
care particularly what is done with 
it so long as it is not used for gain.' 
I assured him again that bis body 
should not be desecrated or used for 
any mercenary purposes. 'What do 
you mean by that?' he inquired. I 
explained to him the meaning of 
mercenary, and he said, That's all 
right; perhaps that's a better word. 
I don't want my body used for gain.' " 


In handing to Reed to-day the 


farewell letter which he wrote jnat 
before bidding him good-bye, Guit- 
eau said: "T&s, my best friend, is 
the only consolation I can give you 
for your services to me. YOB have 
never lied to me or doubted me, 
while nearly everybody else has. I 
am going to heaven to-morrow at 1 
o'clock, and I wish you were going 
with me."

What Happened Near Blue Mound Last 


Evening to a Lady School Teacher. 


This afternoon ire received a call from 


Mr. Samuel E. Heinlein, the postmaster 
and general merchant at Grove City, 
Christian county, a town eight miles west 
of Bine Mound. He related the particu- 
lars ot a

perpetrated last evening on Mies Emma 
Bond, aged 19 years, daughter of A. D. 
Bond, a well-to-do farmer residing near 
Taylorville. Miss Bond is in charge of 
the Montgomery school, near Grove City, 
and soon after 4 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon she dismissed her pupils and then 
remained in the school house to fill out 
reports and get ready for the last day of 
school exercises, which were to be observ- 
ed to-day. She went to the open door of 
the school house, after the children had 
gone away, where she remained for a few 
momenta. On returning to her desk at 
the rear of the room she was caught in 
the arms of a strong man, who placed a 
cloth saturated with chloroform to her 
nostrils and threw her upon the door. 
The unfortunate girl struggled to escape 
and screamed for help, but she was soon 
overpowered and outraged by the villain 
who threw her down, and by his compan- 
ion who was not seen at first. After ac- 
complishing their hellish purpose, the 
dastards attempted to murder the girl by 
cutting her across the right cheek with a 
pen-knife. They evidently intended to 
cut her throat, but were probably fright- 
ened away. They robbed the person of 
the young woman of two five dollar bills, 
a plain gold ring, and it is thought that 
they also took a valuable gold watch 
which Miss Bond was in the habit of car- 
rying. 


Miss Bond was nearly dead when the 


inhuman wretches left her, and it was not 
until about 12 o'clock that she mustered 
strength enough to leave the place to 
seek succor and relate her terrible expe- 
rience. At about one o'clock this morn- 
ing the unfortunate girl succeeded in 
dragging herself along to the home of 
Mrs. Pettis, 200 yards distant, where sbe 
arrived iu a fainting condition. The 
story of her fearful experience was soon 
told, aud al once the entire neighborhood 
was aroused and the country is to-day 
being scoured far aud near iu the hope of 
capturing the pair of rascals, who should 
be hanged ou sight 


Miss Bond was able to state that du- 


ring yesterday she and the pupils heard 
suspicious sounds in the loftpf the school 
house, but no special attention was paid 
to them. It waa iu tbe loft that the two 
tramps had hidden themselves—how or 
when no one knows—and while there 
they cut a hole through one end of the 
loft to get air. Their purpose was to wait 
until the pupils should be dismissed for 
the day aud then assault the teacher. 
Miss Bond describes one of the villains as 
)5 years of age, with dark hair, dark chiu 
whiskers and mustache, and one with 
sandy hair. Both were large men, and 
wore dark clothes, both being in their 
shirt sleeves. One of the men wore a new 
pair of rubber boots, 


Tbo whole country for miles around 


Grove City is alive with people, who are 
searching for the tramps, and telegrams 
nave been sent with descriptions of the 
men to all stations in every direction. 
The passenger and freight trains have 
been boarded and searched, tat up to 
noon to-dayjno trace of the scoundrels 
liad been found.

AN ALLEGED PORQEB. 


The Prisoner IB Jail—Tbe Particulars so 


--— . 
faraa-Knewn. 


John R Duffin is in the county jail. 


He is the sandy-haired, talkative gentle- 
man, who has been a guest at the Saint 
Nicholas hotel, in this city, since last No- 
vember. He ia the inventor of a new- 
fangled check rower attachment which is 
yet to be perfected, and which the inven- 
tor has sold to parties at Dayton, Ohio. 
Mr. Dnffin has also been doing some 
work as agent for an Iowa land company. 
Be is now a prisoner, charged with a 
$4,000 forgery, committed at Belleville, 
III, on or about August 1st, 1881 ann tbe 
investigation of the case -will be had in 
that city. 


The warrant for the arrest of John R 


Dnffin was issned by Justice Albert this 
morning on complaint of Edward A. 
Winkler, a traveling agent for the "Wal- 
ter A. Woods" twine binder company, 
who came to Decatur from St Lonis yes- 
terday to assist Mr. Parke, the Decatnr 
ageut, in putting up machines. He tells 
this story: While promenading about the 
ity last evening he happened to see Dnffin 
at the St. Nicholas hotel. He recognized 
liiu at once as a man who went under the 
name of Feltou, at Somerfield and Belle- 
ville, St. Glair comity, 111., iu July and 
August, 1881. To make sure that he was 
not mistaken in the identity of the person, 
Mr. Winkler said he weLt back to the 
hotel again and made a closer scrutiny of 
Duffin, and then he was convinced that 
Duffiu was Lorn: other than Felton, of Bt 
Clair county notoriety. After telegraph- 
ing to Belleville and receiving an answer 
to have Duffin arrested, Mr. Winkler caus- 
ed a warrant to be issued, which reads: 
Mr. Felton, whose Christian name to 
affiant is unknown, did on or about the 
first day of August, 1881, at Belleville, 
111., commit a criminal offense, to-wit: 
unlawfully aud feloniously did falsely 
make, forge and counterfeit a certain 
promissory note for the sum of four thou- 
sand dollars, the description of which is 
to affiant unknown, with intent, then and 
there, to damage and defraud Jacob 
Smith, jr., Julius Winkler, (the complain- 
ant's father,) and William R Padfield." 
The warrant was placed in the hands of 
Marshal Hewes this forenoon soon after 
10 o'clock. Mr. Duftiu was arrested near 
Armstrong's drug store. 
He protested 


that he was innocent of the charge, but 
he was taken to the county jail for safe 
keeping. 


Mr. Wiukler is at Mr. P. M. WikotTa 


place southeast of the city to-day, putting 
up a machine. He has asserted positively 
that he cannot be mistaken in the identity 
of Duffin, who he alleges was in St. Clair 
county last July, and for sometime pre- 
viously, teaching bookkeeping at Somer- 
field, and that he forged the names of the 
parties above stated to the note aud got 
the money on its presentation at the First 
National Bauk at Belleville, after which 
liedisappenied. 


The prisoner was seen this forenoon in 


jail by a reporter. He denied all knowl- 
edge of the allair, aud claimed that during 
August last he was at the summer resorts 


the Atlantic coast He had not been 


in Belleville but once, and that was three 
years ago. He maintains that the whole 
an'air is a surprise and mystery to him. 
The impression of those who know Mr. 
Duflin best is that it is a case of mistaken 
identity, and that ho will come out all 
right—a belief in which wo fully conin- 
:ide.
